Larger  supplies  of  most  types  of  tob'-.cco,  e s p e cially~f lug^'ored-] 
are  indicated  for  the  1939-40  season.    Decreases  are  indicated  for  the 
fire-cured,  dark  air-cured,  and  cigar  binder  types. 

Conditions  affecting  the  domestic  consumer  demand  for  tobacco 
products  probably  v/ill  be  more  favorable  than  last  year.  Consumption 
-of  cigare.jbtes  continues  with  a  moderate  upward  trend.    Monthly  withdrawals 
for  1939  show  an  upv/ard  trend  in  cigar  consumption.    Conditions  arising 
from  the  European  War  cause  export  prospects  to  appear  less  favorable 
than  last  y&ar» 

The  average  price  receivod  for  all  flue-cured  scles  during  August 
was  much  lower  than  for  August  1938  -  15  cents  compared  with  22  cents. 
The  fluo-cured  crop  is  indicated  to  be  29  percent  greater  than  in  1938, 
Because  of  the  withdrawal  of  British  buy-jrs,  all  flue-cured  markets  were 
closed  by  September  14, 

The  Georgia-Florida  markets  for  type  14,  which  opened  July  25,  dis- 
posed of  the  entire  crop  in  the  shortest  marketing  season  on  record,  closing 
August  25,    The  average  price  for  the  crop  was  12.8  cents  as  compared  with 
20.3  cents  in  1938,     Types  13  -xnd  12  averaged,  respectively,  16,4  cents 
and  15  cents  during  August.     The  m.arkets  for  lib  remained  open  1  v/eek  only, 
with  offers  for  tho  week  composed  largely  of  lower  quality  grades. 
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Maryland  auct ion-f Iccr  markets  closed  September  14.     The  combined 
sales  on  the  auction  floors  and  on  the  Baltimore  market  to  September  1 
averaged  about  19  cents. 

Recent  amendments  to  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938  per- 
mit the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  proclaim  a  marketing  quota  based  on 
acreage  allotments  instead  of  a  poundage  quota  when  the  supply  reaches 
a  point  above  the  reserve  supply  level,  and  permit  the  holding  of  a 
referendum  on  the  marketing  quota  any  time  from  the  opening  of  the  mar- 
keting year  -  July  1,   in  the  case  of  flue-cured  -  to  December  1.  The 
marketing  quota  hv  s  be.jn  proclaimed  at  about  660  million  pounds  and 
October  5  has  been  set  as  the  date  of  the  referendum  for  voting  on 
marketing  quotas  for  the  1940  crop  of  flue-cured  tobacco. 


The  fourth  Annual  Rep-crt  on  Tobacco  Statistics, 
1939,  which  will  appear  for  the  first  time  in  multilith 
form,  vrill  be  ready  for  distribution  in  about  2  weeks. 


FLUE-CURED,  TYPES  11-14  j 

The  1939  marketing  season  for  flue-cured  tobacco  opened  July  25  with! 
aucticn-f loor  sales  of  type  14  in  Georgia  and  Florida.     The  South  Carolina 
and  North  Carolina  border  markets  for  tv^e  13  opened  August  3.  Eastern 
North  Carolina  markets  for  type  12  opened  August  22,  and  the  Middle  Belt 
for  typo  lib  opened  September  7, 

Because  of  the  withdrawal  of  all  purchasing  for  British  account, 
the  South  Carolina  and  North  Carolina  markets,  type  13,  closed  September  13 
for  an  indefinite  period;  eastern  Worth  C.irolina  mc.rkets,  type  12,  closed 
September  12;  and  the  Middle  Belt,  type  lib,  closed  September  13.  The 
Old  Belt  markets,  type  11a,  did  not  open  as  scheduled  on  September  14, 
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Prices  in  general  for  typos  sold  to  the  closing  of  the  markets  were 
considoraol^'  lower'  than  those  received  for  the  193S  crop  during  the  same 
period.    The'  general  raa,rket  price-  fbr  all'  flue-cured  totacco-  sold  during 
Augiast  \vas  15  cents  cOTnparcd  with  22.2  cento  a  year  ago.    Approximately  one-- 
third  of  the  flue- cured"  crop  indicated  Septorahcr  1,  or  321,260,000  pounds, 
for  which  growers  received  $4^,151,000,  had  heeoi  sold  over  auction  floors 
to  Septemhor  1,     In  the  pre;ceding  season,  auction- floor  sales  to  Septeraher  1 
were  237'.327.000  pounds,  or  approximate]^  the  same  proportion  of  the  crop  as 
was  sold-  this  season,  for  which  growers  received  $53 ,026' ,000. 

All  the  Goorgiar-i'lorida,  type,  ih,  markets  were  closed  by  August  25 
and  the  crop  had  "been  disposed  of  at  an  average  price  of  12, S  cents.  This 
compares  with  a  season's  average  for  the  193^  crop  of  20.3  cents.  First- 
hand salos  on  the  Georgia  auction  floorss.  this  season  wore  101  million  pounds 
while  last  year-  the  total  sales  were  95  million  pounds.     The  sales  for  type 
12  duxing  August  were  ahout  65  million  poijnds  at  an  average  price  of  15  cents 

• 

Salos  of  type  I3  during  August  wore  ahout  155  million  pounds  at  an^ 
average  price  of  16.U  cents,  while  sales  of  llh  during  the  one  week  in  which 
the  markets  remo^inod  open  were  around  11  million  pounds  at  an  average  price 
of  ahout  12.9  cents.    -The  I939  crop  of  types  13  and  ik  v/as  of  somewhat  lower 
q-oality  than  in  193S«  ...  . 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  World  War  a  situation  similar  to  that  prevail- 
ing at  present  arose  when  foreign  interests  withdrew  their  buyers  from  the 
auction  markets.    However,  at  that  tine  foreign  buyers  wore  on  the  market 
again  in  about  3  weeks.    At  the  tine  of  the  release  of  this  Tobacco  Situation 
all  auction- floor  markets  in  the  United  States  remain  closed.  Consideration 
is  being  given  to  plans  by  which  the  grades  normally  purchased  by  the  British 
trade  can  be  absorbed  v/hcn  the  carkets  reopen. 

A  fluo-cured  production  of  1,01^,700,000  pounds  is  an.  increase  of  29 
percent  over  the  I93S  production  of  785,700,000  pounds.    This  increase  in 
production  ?ias  resulted  not  orJy  from  an  o.creage  increase  but  also  from  an 
increase  in  average  yield  from  061  pounds  to  9^9  pounds  per  acre.  Slightly 
decreased  stocks  on  July  1  plus  the.  September  estimate  of  production  make 
the  prospective  supply  1,961,000,000  pounds,  or  about  I3  percent  above  the 
supply  of  193s.     This  brings  the  supply  above  the  reserve  supply  level 
designated  by  law,  and  the  Secretary  has  proclaimed  a  na-tional  m.arketing 
quota  of  about  66O  million  pou:ids  for  the  19^  crop,    A  recent  a,mendment  to 
the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  I93S  designates  the  total,  production  on 
the  farm  acreage  allotment  as  the  marketing  quota  for  the  farm.  Therefore, 
the  quota  which  will  approximate  66O  million  pounds  will  be  converted  to  an 
acreage  ba,sis.    Another  recent  amendment  to  the  Act  of  193"  permits  holding 
the  referendum  any  time  from  the  opening  of  the  crop  year  to  December  1, 
and  the  da.tc  for  the  flue-cured  referendum  has  bepn  set  for  October  5» 

Flue-cured  growers,  warehousemen,  and  busijiess  men  met  with  Department 
officials  on  September  I3  to  consider  what  should  be  done,  and  the  ma,rketing 
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Flue-coired  tobacco:    Price  per  pound  received  for  warehouse  sales  in 
Georgia,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  and  Virginia,

The  conference  also  reco nr.: ended  that  the 
narkcts  be  opened  again  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  roferondun  is  hold. 

Tax?-paid  A7ithdra\7als  of  snail  ci^rci-rottee  in  the  12  nonths  ended 
June  30,  1939  totaled  lbS,Ol6,939 ,000,  or  2,2  percent  nore  than  in  the 
corresponding  period  a  year  earlier.  During  the  first  S  nonths  of  the 
calendar  year  1939 »  withdrawo-ls  vore  5  percent  aoove  the  corresponding 
period  in  193S«  A  nodorato  increase  in  cigarette  consu-nption  is  likely 
to  continue  along  trith  increased  "business  conditions. 

Exports  of  fluo-cured  tobacco  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30 
wore  3^3  nillion  pounds,  a  slight  increase  over  a  year  earlier. 

On  July  1,  1939  the  United  Kingdon,  Trhich  is  the  largest  inrportor 
of  United  States  fluo-cured  tobacco,  had  stocks  on  hand  ojaoutiting  to  5-J-3 
nillion  pounds,  the  largest  on  record,    Hoirever,  consunption  of  flue- cured 
leoi"  in  the  United  Kingdon  has  continued  at  a  high  level  and  stocks  are 
not  considered  excessive  in  relation  to  recent  consunption. 

In  view  of  the  Europcnn  War  and  certain  devclopnonts  connected  there- 
with, export  prospects  for  flue-cured  tobacco  during  the  narketing  year 
1939-UO  are  unfavorable  in  contrast  to  193o-39,     Tlie  withdrawal  of  British 
buyers  fron  flue-cured  n.orkets,  high  costs  of  war  risk  ins'orance,  the  con- 
servation of  dollar  exchange  for  war  necessities,  and  curtailnent  of  shipping 
facilities  are  anong  the  factors  v/hich  night  affect  flue-cured  exports  ad- 
versely.    The  sane  applies  also,  in  a.  lessor  degree,  to  exports  to  the  Far 
East  •

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BURLEY,  TYPE  31 


The  indicated  production  of  Burley  tobacco  as  of  September  1  is 
355  million  pounds  or  5  percent  more  than  in  I938.    The  increased  product 
is  due  rather  to  an  increased  yield  than  to  a  larger  acreage.    An  estimat. 
increase  of  about  25  million  pounds  in  stocks  results  in  an  expected  suppl, 
of  lOUO  million  pounds,  which  is  k  percent  above  the  supply  of  193S  and  31 
percent  above  the  1933-37  average.    About  three-fourths  of  the  1939  crop  ] 
had  been  harvested  by  September  under  favorable  weather  conditions.    The  | 
crop^ contains  more  body  and  gum  than  the  1938  crop,  but  because  of  the  un© 
and  irregular  growth,  the  crop  as  a  whole  is  not  of  high  quality.  Burley 
is  a  minor  export  type,  and  it  is  used  in  the  domestic  manufacture  of 
cigarettes,  smoking  tobacco,  and  chewing  tobacco.    Increases  in  cigarette 
consumption  tend  to  offset  decreases  in  consumption  of  chewing  tobacco.

MARYLAND,  TYPE  32 

The  September  1  production  estimate  of  Maryland  tobacco  is  28,S00,0( 
pounds,  which  is  a  small  decrease  from  the  I938  crop.  Anticipated  stocks  i 
of  January  1,  I9I1O,  however,  are  U  percent  greater  than  those  of  Jemuary  1 
1939,  resulting  in  an  estimated  supply  of  68  million  pounds  or  about  1  mii: 
pounds  more  than  the  supply  in  I938.  g 

During  the  8  months  January -August ,  17,15^,^63  pounds  of  Maryland 
tobacco  were  sold  on  the  Baltimore  hogshead  market.  The  Hughesville  auctic 
floor  market  which  opened  May  1  oiid  the  Marlboro  market  which  opened  May  2 
both  closed  for  the  season  on  September  ik.  From  the  opening  of  the  aucti( 
markets  to  the  closing  date,  7,l)+l,000  pounds,  composed  principally  of  low( 
grades,  were  sold.  Sales  on  the  Baltimore  market  to  September  1,  and  aucti 
floor  markets  for  the  season,  together  averaged  about  I9  cents.  Exports  of 
Maryland  tobacco  continue  to  decrease.  Exports  in  I93S  were  1+, 509, 3 75  pouii 
in  1937,  they  were  5,3?0,779  pounds;  and  in  I936,  6,099,762  pounds.  Howevf 
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a  2U.7  percent  increase  is  shown  for  the  first  8  months  of  1939  over  the 
first  S  months  of  193S.    Fra^ice,  tho  Netherlands,  Belgium,  nnd  Switzerland 
continue  as  the  principal  taisers.    Though  all  the  reasons  for  the  continued 
decline  in  exports  of  Maryland  tobacco  are  not  definitely  kno\m,.it  is  a 
general  belief  that  at  least  a  part  of  this  export  trade  could  be  regained 
by  a  definite  improvement  in  packing  and  a  guarantee  of  quality  for  foreign  ^ 
shipment.    Other  factors  previously  sot  forth  in  the  Tobacco  Situation, 
September  193S,  are  foreign  production  of  substitute  typos,  and  the  lower 
prices  of  these  substitutes.

FIRE-CURED  AITO  DARK  AIR-CURED  TOBACCOS,  TYPES  21-2U  and  35-37 

The  1939  crop  of  all  dark  types  of  tobacco  was  estimated  on 
September  1  as  13l+,600,00O  pounds.     Of  this  total,  97,200,000  pounds  is 
represented  by  the  fire-cured  types  and  37,^00,000  pounds  by  the  dark 
air-cured  types.    Estimated  stocks  of  fire-cured  are  I7  percent  less  than 
a  year  ago,  and  the  total  estimated  supply  is  6  perc«nt  less  than  a  year 
earlier.    Supply  has  been  declining  each  year  since  1935,  as  has  disappear- 
ance 'jd-th  the  exception  of  1936. 

Estimated  stocks  of  the  dark  air-cured  types  are  S.3  percent  below 
a  year  earlier,  but  the  available  supply  is  less  than  1  percent  below 
that  of  1932. 

Prior  to  September  10,  about  one-fourth  of  the  fire-cured  crop  had 
been  harvested.    The  remainder  of  tho  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  fire-cured 
crops  was  expected  to  be  ready  for  harvest  by  September  10,  niid  a  crop 
superior  to  any  during  the  past  few  years  is  expected.    The  quality  of  the  ' 
Virginia  fire-cured  crop,  while  not  superior,  is  considered  good. 

About  one-half  of  the  One  Sucker  crop  grown  in  the  Kentucky--  and 
Tennessee  areas,  had  been  harvested  by  September  1.    Favorable  weather 
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1 


conditions  during  the  latter  part  of  the  growing  season  and  during  the 
harvesting  season  resulted  in  a  yield  of  88^  pounds,  compared  v/ith  7^0 
pounds  in  1933,  o-nd  a  much  better  quality  than  the  1938  crop. 

Exports  of  all  fire-cured  types  continued  to  decline  in  193S.  ; 
During  the  first  11  months  of  the  present  crop  year,  exports  also  continue^ 
to  decline  for  all  dark  tj'pes  except  Virginia  fire-cured    and  One  Sucker. 
The  increase  in  exports  for  Virginia  fire-cured  v/as  23  percent  over  the 
same  11  months  last  year  due  to  increased  takings  by  France,  Germany,  and 
Norway.    Exports  of  One  Sucker  increased  from  193,979  "to  ■1,592,853  pounds, 
due  to  much  larger  purchases  by  Belgium  during  April  and  June.  Many 
of  the  foreign  countries  grow  dark  tobaccos  which  compete  with  the  dark 
types  grown  in  the  United  States,  and  consumption  in  foreign  countries  . 
as  well  as  in  the  United  States  has  tended  toward  products  manufactured  I 
from  light  types  rather  than  dark  types.  1 

The  principal  products  manufactured  from  dark  tobaccos  are  snuff,  I 
Italian-type  cigars  and  chewing  tobacco.  Dark  tobaccos  are  also  exported  | 
&o  black  fat.  Snuff  consumption  has  remained  somewhat  stable  over  a  j 
period  of  years  at  around  37  million  pounds,  orid  the  trend  has  been  away  | 
from  plug  chewiiig  and  dark  smoking  mixtures.  Production  of  manufactured 
tobacco,  except  smoking  and  scrap  chcv/ing,  showed  decreases  during  the  j 
fiscal  year  ended  Juno  30,  1939  fi'om  the  year  earlier.  The  manufactures  '| 
of  smoking  tobacco  were  increased  by  H.9  percent  but  data  do  not  distinguit 
betv/een  dark  smoking  mixtures  and  light  smoki)ng  mixtures. 

The  B}-products  Diversion  program  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration  and  purchases  by  the  Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Gorporatior 
of  tobaccos  for  demonstration  and  development  by  Federal,  State,  and 
other  government  experimental  agencies  have  helped  to  reduce  stocks  of 
dark  tobaccos,  atid  disappeajrance  has  been  larger  than  it  would  otherwise 
have  been.     Since  the  beginning  of  the  Diversion  program  in  1935  these 
agencies  have  diverted  approximately  62  million  pounds  of  dark  types. 

Growers  of  dark  tobaccos,  however,  have  not  been  able  to  reduce 
their  production  rapidly  enough  to  bring  production  in  lino  v.lth  decreasing 
exports  and  consumption.
